Enthusiasm for Brooklyn.
Maybe the fracas on the local ground's

in which the Red Sox got "in bad"
with "Washington fans had something
to do with it. Maybe the age-old. raceoldsympathy with newcomers in the
big pennant fight had more to do with
it. Anyway, the fact remains that the
thousands of men and hundreds of
vigilant "small boys" who stood and
watched the gleaming electric lights on
the big scoreboard yesterday afternoon,
straining their ears expectantly for the
sound of the bell which heralded a hit,
greeted every favorable move for the
Brooklyn team with enthusiastic cheers,but were somewhat apathetic when the
board showed gains for the Boston
team.
Of course, they cheered when the

flashing lights and clanging bell, inning
after inning, showed the steady progressof the American League champions
to a total of six runs to the Dodgers'
one. Mass psychology has something
to do with it. And this is an American
League town, and Washington has
never been accused of being backward
in support of its league.

that famous gentleman "Jack Robin-
son." if he had a mind to.
But not a man or small boy in the

big crowd had the slightest desire to
mention the name of that hero of the
vernacular.

well known these days to mention here.

Nobody ever
could tell what would happen in a
base ball game, and now once more the
good old saying was being proved in
a thrilling manner.

Brooklyn enthusiast, waving his new
fall hat in the air.

scratch hits and Janvrin's bad bobble,
which were providing the excitement
on the Braves' Field in Boston, were

asked in the Supreme Court of the
United States yesterday by Solicitor
General Davis. He told the court that
"early determination of the case is of
the highest public importance." Unless
advanced it might not be reached on
the court's docket before next fall.
The government is appealing from

dismissal of its dissolution suit in the
lower federal courts, filed in. 11*11 in
New Jersey.

Census on Lumber Industry.
Decreases all along the line in the

lumber industry in 1915, as compared
with 1914. is shown in a report issued
today by the census bureau. There was
a decrease of 16.3 per cent in the numberof establishments; 12.7 per cent in
the number of persons engaged in
manufacture; 0.5 per cent in wages; 5.3
per cent in the value of the products,
and 10.1 per cent in the value added by
manufacture. There was, however, an
